Camden's Britannia , has deſervediy 
found fo muchincouragement, the Genera! Hiſtory of the ſame ſhall noc meet with lefs ; 
for we have noreaſon to think that Engliſhmen have any cauſe to be aſham'd of their An- 
ceitors, or to put aleſs Value upon the knowledge of the Noble Atchievements of their 
Fore-Fathers. and the Laws, Religion and Conſtitutions by Which they liv'd, than that of 
the Country in which they did inhabit.
